The Indian Bible of 1663 was the first 
| Bible in any language to be printed on 
the western continent. The press work 
and proofreading was done by James, 
an Indian who had learned to read and 
write English at the Indian school in 
|Cambridge, and had then been appren- 
ticed to Green, the printer. He was one 
who deserted to Philip, but came back 
within the 14 days and later, when a 
second edition was published, he assisted 
also with it. There were what the old 
writers call “upwards of a thousand” 
copies of the first edition. It was dedi+ 
cated, as the New Testament, issued 
singly, had been, to Charles II.,. and an 
elegantly bound copy was presented to 
him by Robert Boyle, who wrote that 
the King “received (it) according to his 
/custom, very gratiously.” ‘Twenty pres- 
entation copies were sent to the corpura- 
tion. These were in blue morocco, with 
‘gilt tooling and edges and each fastened 
with a clasp. All copies intended to go 
to England had an English title page, 
,and the Indian title page was omitted. 
Those intended for Indian use had no 
| dedication and no English title page. 

The title page reads: *Mamuasse 
Wunneetupananessive tamme _ Up-Bib- 
lum God Nukkone Testament kah wonk 
Wusku Testament. Ne quoshkinnumuk

}atroved and Eliot, in 1863, writes to Sir

1 New deposits are reported from time to 
time, but in many the high standard of 
efficiency required is not found and only 
a few of the deposits are worked. 

Of the large number known 
posits but 13 were worked in 1911.

toward its employes and was anxious to 
consider and rectify any unsuitable con-

In the mean time between 800 and 
1000 union employees met at Wells Me- 
morial hall. Fred Fay, international 
organizer, of Ypsilanti, Mich., was in 
charge of the meeting and read the re- 
ports and findings of a committee ap- 
pointed to recommend demands on the 
company. The recommendations were 
unanimously. accepted and the committee 
was instructed to wait on the head offi- 
cers of the railway this week. 

All who attended the meeting of the 
non-union men last night were in uni- 
form. No others were admitted. The 
men went to Mechanics building in 50 
special cars accompanied by a brass band. 
Revere hall was opened but when the 
meeting began it was found that hun- 
dreds coukl not get in, so Talbot-and 
Exhibition halls were opened for over- 
flow meetings. 

Fred N. Weeks, a conductor on divi- 
sion 1, presided over the Revere hall 
meeting and explained its purposes. He 
called on veterans in the service who told 
of the just treatment they had received 
at the hands of the company. 

The men also spoke in Talbot hall, 
where Edward W. Johnson presided, and 
in Exhibitors hall, where James Corfort 
acted as chairman. Just before the close 
of the meeting, on motion of James 
Donohoe of division 6, the following reso- 
lutions were adopted: 

“Resolved, That we as a body repre- 
senting a majority «f the uniformed em- 
ployees of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, desire to express to the man- 
agement our sincere appreciation of‘ their 
repeated kindness to us, the generous 
pension system and the policy of square 
dealing on part of the company toward 
its employees, and we wish to state that 
in the future as in the past, we give 
assurance of our loyal support, feeling 
that such proceedings will be of mutual 
benefit, and be it further 

“Resolved, That we wish to record a 
vigorous protest and to express our re- 
sentment at the interference with our 
affairs by persons from other companies 
and others actuated only by their own 
eelfish interests to create trouble for us 
and disturb our peaceful relations. with 
the management. 

“Resolved, That a committee be ap- 
pointed, consisting of one or more from 
each division, to investigate conditions 
in the several divisions and to present 
at once to the management for adjust-

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CUSTOM REGULATIONS 
TRAVELERS SHOULD KNOW

Passengers on steamers bound for the United States will receive a 
sheet of paper containing two forms of declaration. The one in black is 
for citizens of the United States; the one in red for non-residents. The law 
provides that citizens of the United States may bring in articles valued 
under $100, but there are restrictions to this which should be 
carefully woted, The following instructions are taken from the leaflet fur- 
nished by the treasury department. If in doubt regarding the meaning of 
any clause tn the declaration or instructions the purser will explain. 

Residents of the United States must declare al) articles which have 
been obtained abroad by purchase or otherwise. 

Articles taken from the United States and remodeled, repaired, 
proved abroad must be declared, and the cost of such remode ‘ling, 
or improving must be separately stated, 

The following articles are dutiable: 

Household effects, including books, pictures, furniture, tableware, table 
linen, bed linen, and other similar articles, unless used abroad by the owner 
for a period of a year or more. 7 

Goods in the piece. 

Articles of any nature intended for sale, or for other persons, 

The following articles are free if under $100 in value and if necessary 
for comfort and convenience for the purpose of the journey, and not for 
sale nor for other persons: 

Clothing. , 

Toilet articles, such as combs, brushes, soaps, cosmetics, shaving and 
manicure sets, etc. 

Personal adornment, jewelry, ete., and cameras, musical instruments. etc. 

Clothing and other personal effects taken out of the United States by 
the passenger if not increased in value or improved in condition while 
abroad. If increased in value or improved in condition, they are dutiable 
on the cost of the repairs.

spots in the general industrial situation. It 
Situation 
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has made a greater demand for materials 
and the steel mills therefore are also bene- 
ficiaries. The equipment companies have 
sufficient orders on hand to keep them busy 
tor Some months to come and the prospects 
are that a still greater demand for freight cars will be seen in the 
near future. The railroads have been economizing so long with 
respect to their equipment purchases that they have reached a point 
where urgent necessity requires replenishment of rolling stock on a 
large scale. It would not be surprising if this vear’s harvests should 
be the largest ever produced on the American continent. Should 
this be the case a serious traffic problem confronts most of the 
western roads. They are not prepared to handle efficiently a very 
much larger volume of business than they are now doing. The 
merchandise movement is heavy and steadily. increasing tn volume. 
Added to this will be the hauling of the crops to market, and it 
will be only a few months until the crop movement begins. 

In this connection it may be said that-the railroads of the 
United States have been facing many serious questions some of 
which remain to be satisfactorily settled. Their expenses have 
been increasing at a more rapid rate than their earnings. Wage 
demands have been heavy and the labor situation is still to be 
reckoned with. KRailroad taxes for the roads of this country for 
the month of March were approximately $9,500,000, an increase of 
about 8 per cent over March of last vear. 

Further encouragement 1s given general industry bv the 
onward movement in both steel and copper metal trades.: In view 
of the somewhat common complaint of small profits, it 1s refreshing 


.to learn that copper producers particularly are elated over present 


- 


conditions and future prospects for the red metal. The greater 
demand for copper 1s due to the activity in the electrical and other 
copper-consuming industries. Prices have advanced to such an 
extent as to permit liberal profits. Shareholders of the various 
copper companies are reaping the benefit. However, with the high 
prices now quoted for the metal, conservative producers are 
concerned lest these liberal quotations may encourage greater output 
and bring the market back to the apathetic stage it so recently 
experienced. Prices for most commodities are high enough. In 
many cases they are too high for the general welfare. It will be 
a happy day for consumers and the public in general when there 
shall be fewer swings from one extreme to the other, when moderate 
profits and a reasonable volume of business shall satisfy. 
CONTRADICTORY stories are printed with regard to public 
ownership of French railroads. It was stated recently, for instance, 
that a government-owned railway in that country was a steady 
loser; now it is reported that French financiers came forward the 
other day and subscribed three times over for a loan of $12,000,000 
sought in behalf of those lines. French financiers are hardly lending 
money to steady losers. 


QUESTION naturally arises, can a man who begins wearing a 
straw hat before the weather settles be really sincere when 
denouncing the increasing cost of living? 
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In CANADA as in the United States there is a widespread demand 
for cleaner paper money. It is a good sign to find that people are 
becoming more particular in this respect. 
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THE capital and metropolis of Ontario is 
rejoicing openly over the happy culmination 
of a seven-years’ campaign for the betterment 
ot its railway terminal facilities. Matters, at 
least, have reached the stage where the 
citizens of Ontario are satisfied that within 
a short time victory will have crowned their 
efforts to bring the railroads to a proper 
appreciation of the citys needs. Work 
upon the elimination ot the grade crossings 
within the corporate limits is to begin at once, and it is expected that 
five years from now the tracks at every crossing will be either 
elevated or lowered. 

Hand in hand with this undertaking will come the work of 
providing the city with railway terminals commensurate with its 
importance. Three years from now it is expected that Toronto 
will have two great union stations; one to be built by the Grand 
Trunk system on the waterfront and to be used by that line, the 
Canadian Pacific, and Canadian Northern, for the accommodation 
of traffic that must be handled in that quarter; the other station to 
be built on North Yonge street for the Canadian Pacific and 
Canadian Northern jointly, and intended for general business. It 
would seem that the city and the railroad companies have arrived 
at a common and harmonious agreement, and that the latter are 
now as fully convinced as the former has been for several vears 
that Toronto is entitled to and must have, with as little delay as 
possible, terminal facilities that will be adequate and creditable for 
both the passenger and freight business centering there. 

It is indicative of the good feeling occasioned by the better 
understanding with the transportation lines that the proposition to 
pive a municipal banquet in honor of President Chamberlin of the 
Grand Trunk, President Shaughnessy of the Canadian Pacific, and 
President Mackenzie ot the Canadian Northern, in celebration of 
the settlement, is meeting with great favor among Toronto citizens. 
In the past the city and the companies have been very tar apart at 
times, and the sentiment of the people of Toronto has often run 
high against the corporations and their chiefs. Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy and Sir \Walliam Mackenzie have telt it. and ‘it ts 
fortunate for MIr. Chamberlin that his assumption of the nghest post 
his road has to offer comes at the moment when an entente cordiale 
is about to go into effect. The idea of celebrating the peace, which 
it is hoped may be a long one, with a good dinner and some good- 
natured speeches, 1s one that should appeal to the private citizen as 
well as.to the transportation official.

demonstrated to French onlookers and 

afiny offelals his superiority as a designer, 
operator of a mechanism 
favigable at will in air and solving the problem of aerial 
transportation. Summing up the creditable career of this 
mechanician of vision and will determination, it is interesting to 
see how unchallenged 1s his title. to a primacy that insures for him 
lasting tame and that retlects lasting credit upon his native land. 
This son of a preacher and bishop, this former keeper of a bicycle- 
repair shop, this perennial prober into the possibilities of combined 
physics and mechanics, brought to the task ot solving aerial flight 
no such technical equipment’as that of many of his predecessors in 
experimentation in aeronautics. He and his brother had no such 
financial resources as Professor Langley, Sir Hiram Maxim and 
the French government had tor their experiments. But the Wrights 
had practical reason, tenacity of purpose, skill in devising mechanisms 
corresponding to the working hypotheses that an inventive talent 
originated, and they were content to make the isolated sand dunes 
of North Carolina the scene of experiments which no skeptical or 
predatory eye might see. Victorious, they’ modestly made their 
claims, gave their own nation a chance to proht by their genius which 
it rejected, and forthwith they sought aid elsewhere. To this day 
Congress has seemed dull in its treatment of the Wrights and the 
new source of human .power they conquered. From France there 
has been far more adequate recognition, both by way of official 
action and by adaptation of aviation to governmental uses. 

When affluence followed relative povertv, when international 
renown came to exorcise comparative obscurity, when European 
heads of state sought out the Dayton mechanician whom his 
neighbors had looked upon askance, there followed no change in the 
essential character of the man. He remained simple, modest, 
disliking publicity, refusing discourse about himself, preferring the 
habitat of his acquisitive vouth and happy obscurity to that of anv 
community where his well earned wealth could © be spent 
conventionally. Life with fame meant precisely what it meant to 
him when he was obscure; and his passion for invention was never 
overborne by a lust for wealth or luxuries. 
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Promoters of bureaus of municipal research 

have made excellent headway during the 

last few years in their eftorts to arouse 

public interest in the establishment of better 

systems for the efhcient conduct of the 

business affairs of cities. Many communities, 

great and small, like New York, Chicago,

N. J.; Oakland, Cal.; San Francisco, Westchester, N. Y., etc., have 
organized departments looking to this end, and some of them have 
given very successful exhibitions illustrative of the bad as well as 
the good methods followed by the governments of American cities. 
So interesting and instructive have these expositions proved that it 
is difficult to explain why they have not been more numerous. 

Now it 1s encouraging to find a community of Jersey City’s 
class entering with enthusiasm upon this work. During this last week 
what was. called a “Know Your City” exposition attracted crowds 
of people. The idea of the authorities was to present every phase 
of operation of the city government so vividly that those the least 
versed in municipal affairs, old as well as young, would be able to 
comprehend the methods followed. Matters concerning which even 
some of the large taxpayers had but vague impressions were brought 
out in such plain relief as to enable the visitor to grasp them speedily 
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and intelligently. The effect here as elsewhere has been to place 
those in the public service in a better light and to acquaint the 
average citizen mote thoroughly with his progress, its 
shortcomimgs, and its needs. 

The Jersev City exposition was made attractive by the visits of 
military and civic societies, by band music and such things, and 
admission being tree the place was thronged tre TT) heginning to 
close. It is safe to say that every man, woman and child visiting it 
(uring the week came away better informed, and nobody who has 
given thought to the matter of educating the people with regard to 
their home city or town aftairs will undervalue this accomplishment. 
If there is one thing more necessary than any other in the public 
aftairs of the Umited States today it is that the people shal! strive 
to become as well acquainted with what goes on at the town or citv 
hall as they are with what is occurring in the State House or national 
Capitol. Tens of thousands of people who follow every detail of 
state and national administration are contentedly ignorant of their 
local affairs. There is not a town or city in the ceuntry that would 
not be benefited by an annual municipal exposition. It seems to us 
that no better way of setting forth a community's advantages 
detects in government has been devised. 
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AN ORDINARY compiler might easily make up 
from current newspaper comment a_ full 
column of one-line reasons why the proposed 
half-cent piece is necessary and highly 
desirable on economic grounds, and, with as 
little trouble, a parallel column of one-line 
reasons showing-why, on economic grounds, 
such a coin is not wanted at all. In both 
cases the interest of the plain people 1s alone 
considered. It-seems to be presumed that 

those people who do not come under this classification will not be 
affected one wavy or the other. The argument for the new piece 
recites numerous instances in which articles that now cost a full cent 
may be purchased tor half acent. There is a much longer string of 
things than you would suppose that might be marked down 50 per 
cent from the present price of one cent: things in e\ ery-cda\ use, 
things that are really indispensable to ones comtort, but things of 
which most people now buy 5 cents’ worth at a time. By saving a halt 
cent here and a halt cent there, or bv buying only a half cents worth 
of something where at present vou would buy a full cent’s worth, 
or mavbe 5 cents worth, there would be a remarkable saving at the 
end of a year, and a saying that would be particularly gratetul to 
the plain people. 

On the other hand, it is held by the opposition, if we get 
down to these little savings—these little parings and scrapings—we 
shall succeed mostly in depriving the plain people ot the profits which 
alone prevent them from becoming very poor people. It is the tinv 
proft, the half cent here and the half cent there, so it 1s claimed, 
that enables thousands of people to get along with a tair degree of 
comfort. Reduce the unit of coinage to the halt cent. it is held, and 
vou drive thesé people to living on quarter cent profits and compel 
them to adjust themselves generally to the halt cent standard. 

The discussion has not proceeded tar enough vet to enable the 
Wupartial and unprejudiced to draw intelligent conclusions.- It 1s 
interesting and instructive, however, as tar as it has gone. 
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Two Sides

One of the sure proots of a new era in China 
is found ina recent presidential order, calling 
attention to the repeal ot the tormer interdiet 
against marriages between Chinese and 
Manchus, and Chinese and Mongols, and 
affirming that all discriminations and 
“listinctions of the kind among Chinese, 
Manchus, Mongols and Alohammedans 
henceforth are done away with. Nor ts the 
governmental attitude permissive only. 
intermarriage 1s-advised mm order, as the decree runs, “to remove the 
vestiges of difference and also t» harmonize feelings, the aim being, 
in very sooth, to weld the five races into one tamily. As the decree 
puts it, “This will cause the five great races of people to befriend 
and love each other.” 

Much depends upon factors other than political how soon this 
admirable ideal of Yuan Shi Nats and the so-called reformers can 
be realized. Abolition of toot-binding and the queue are badges of 
external demarcation relatively easy to sweep away by fat and by 
the influence of example in high places. Io make * Buddhism, 
Confucianism and Mohammedanism seem as naught in comparison 
with human fraternity and an ideal of marriage based on ties of 
affection and respect, 1s anotlYer matter. Long after the vital core 
of a religion has ceased to be held loyally by adherents they will 
stickle over its secondary. or ceremonial and traditional, aspects. 

This reform, like all others projected for New China, can be 
most quickly furthered bv leadership that says “Come,” not “Go.” 
As the major and now dominant body, the Confucian Chinese must 
bear the chiet responsibility. 


Intermarriage

CONGRESS, in its eftort to protect the

tration of the Panama canal, while primarily 
affecting ship owners and operators, in 
the last analysis will protoundly influence 
rates ot living for the masses on more than 
one continent. Enforcement of the Sherman 
law has proceeded to a stage where the issue 
las been raised as to whether it has any validity in dealing with 
combinations: that control intercontinental as well as interstate 
business. Revelations and lessons of the sinking of the Titanic are 
compelling additional restrictive regulations on all marine craft 
entering American ports. 

But these are not the only items. Im search for raw material 
out of which valuable by-products come, certain corporations that 
have created large fleets of craft equipped for déep-sea trawling 
are said to be diminishing seriously ‘the food supply of cities along 
the Atlantic coast. As with the forests on land, the supposition has 
been that nature's supply is inexhaustible, and exploiters acting on 
this assumption have assembled devices which operate in a way that 
hshermen are beginning to fear means an end of their industry, and 
that consumers interpret as implying another boost in cost of living. 
There must be conservation of marine food supply. Once it is 
shown that the source of this is threatened there can be only one 
right course for Congress to take. 
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
